IMPORTANT FACTS 0 
VENEZUELA SITUATION

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Balfour’s dec- 
laration today that England recognizes 
that a state of war exists between the al- 
lies and Venezuela clears the atmosphere 
and calls things by their right names. 

To sum up the situation ag it stands: 

President Castro hag indicaied that he 
does not intend to pay uninvestigated 
claims under the guns of the allied fleets. 

Admiral Dewey has been ordered to keep 
his ships in readiness within striking dis- 
tance. 

President Roosevelt and Congress are 
united in their determination to prevent the 
slighiest infraction of the Monroe doctrine. 
Great Britain is apparently willing to ar- 
bitrate, but held by her agreement with 
Germany. 

The question now is whether Germany will 
consent t, arbitrate. And rt is intimated 
from Washington that President Roosevelt 
is using his liufluc‘nce to persuade Germany 
to accept President Castro's offer. 


WHAT WILL GERMANY DOP “* 

Up to that declaration, made today, there 
were indications that Great Britain was 
willing to recede from her criginal belliger- 
ent position, but that Germany was at- 
tempting to hold her to the contract re- 
vealed in the diplcmatic correspondence in 
which Lord Lansdowne agreed that both 
nations should act together until both were 
satisfied. 

The utterarice of the ministers in Parla- 
ment and declarations made through. news- 
papers and representative English states- 
men show that there is a growing fcar that 
Germany may lead Great Britain to an at- 
titude which might jeopardize the Anglo- 
American friendsh.p, and there have been 
intimations that Germany would not be 
sorry to see a rupture in the relations Le- 
tween England and America. 

Secretary Hay's action suggests that this 
idea is also suspected in Washington. Af- 
ter a cobinet mesting to discuss the Vene- 
zuelan affair, Mr. Hay cabled instructions 
to Ambassador ‘Tower in Berlin, calling for 
an imtiediate explanation of what Germany 
means to do under the phrase peaceful 
blockade,“ as Germany has failed to make 
any ansper to Venezuela's proposal of 
arbitration, made through Minister Bowen, 
and it is assurred that the German govern- 
ment's silence is due to her gecret efforts 
to induce Lord Lansdowne to refuse arbi- 
tration. Ambassadq; Tower has been urged 
to press for a prompt response to the re- 
quest of the United States for explanations. 

The attitude of the United States was re- 
vealed when a message was cabled to Ad- 
miral Dewey not to separate the vessels 
of his great fleet during the Christmas holi- 
days, as he had intended, but to keep all 
his forces togethér.

Italy presented a claim for losses said to 
have been sustained by Italian subjects in 
Venezuela during the recent revolutions. 

The government of Venezuela informed 
the Italian minister at Caracas that there 
were Venezuela courts which had authority 
to investigate such claims, and he was re- 
ferred to the regular tribunal for juetice. 

This reply to one of the three powers 
leagued against him seems to indicate that 
no mere blockade will be sufficient to com- 
pel President Castro to pay the claims 
presented by Great Britain and Germany, 
and that the allies must consent to arbitra- 
tion or take further measures te coercion, 
such as the seiture of the custom houses.

The judgment of the Missouri supreme 
court in reversing the verdct in the case 
of Councilman Emil A. Meysenbyrg, con- 
victed of bribery, and remanding the case 
for a new trial, published in late editions 
of the Post-Dispatch Tuesday, was based 


on alleged defects found by Judges Gantt, 
Burgess and Sherwood bo in e indict- 
ment, in the evidence and in the ruiings 
and tructions of the trial court 
Judge Gantt’s opinion, in which Judge 
Burgess concurr deciared that no ex-

r shown, as the indictment charged, 
hat Meysenburg agreed with Stock to op- 
pose and resist the passage of the Sub- 
urban bill unless he received the money, 
and to support it if he were 22 
Following is a summary of the case and 
of the supreme oourt's decision. 


CHARGE AGAINST MEYSENBURG. 
(From indictment and testimony.) 
That while a member of the City Council 

and a member of the railroad committee, 

in whose hands the Suburban franchise bill 
then was, Meysenburg accepted from 

Phillp Stock, representing the Suburban 

company, the sum of nearly re- 

turn for shares of stock in the St. Louis

That the meeting between Meysenburg 
and Stock and the payment of the money 
were brought about by Charles Kratz, who 
had been requested by Stock to find the 
best way of overcoming Meysenburg s op- 
position to the bill.

Instructions to the jury were unduly un- 
favorable to the defendant. ourt should 
have instructed the jury that if Mevsen- 
burg was the bonafide holder of the shares 
of stock, and considered that he was en- 
titled to the money which he received 
from Stock, he had the right to enter into 
the transaction, regardless of the fact that 
he was a councilman.

The establishment of a court with exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over juvenile offenders has 
become a necessity. In the pr punish- 
ment of crimes committed by juveniles it 
would greatiy assist the present machinery 
of the law. 

Its greatest benefit, however, woulg be 
felt not so much in the punishment of 
crime as in its prevention. 

The peace of society is not so much en- 
dangered by that class of men who cemmit 
crime as the result of 
promptings of passion as it 
— dangerous class of habitual crimi- 

8. 

Professional and habitual criminals in 
nearly every case commence their career of 
crime at an earlv age. Therefore, a proper 
preventative must be applied to this class 
carly in life. Those individuals who com- 
mit crime after reaching mature years, es- 
pecially middle life, rarely ever become 
criminals. Their crimes are neg J spas- 
modic, the result of a temporary impuise 
or some great necessity, and in the majori- 
ty of cases crimes committed for the first 
time by persons having reached middie life 
are not repeated. 

The reverse is true of those criminals 
— * 2 their career as juvenile of- 


MUCH IN ENVIRONMENT. 
The question, therefore, of a juvenile 
court affects not only the immediate dis- 
position of the juvenile offender, but its 


effect would be felt far in the future in the 
class of habitual criminals of older age. 
All crimino.ogists agree that two of tad 
well-recognized causes of crime are asso- 
ciation and environment. 

The commission of a crime by a juvenile 
offender committed possibiy only in a spirit 
of mischief, and without the knowledge of 
its consequences, may under our present 
methods of punishment place the youtnrul 
delinquent in the association of older and 
hardened criminals, and thus, by associa- 
tion, open for him a criminal career, en- 
tailing much loss and expense to the state, 
which could be prevented and the life of 
the youth saved, so that he could be made 
4 useful citizen. 

The juveniie court as proposed would 
therefore be found to have its greatesi 
benefit to the community in the reduction 
to a large extent of the number of profes- 
sional and habitual cviminas, and would 
Save to the state many useful citizens, It 
would be of little benefit where there is an 
hereditary criminal instinct, but that, as 
criminologists state, bears a slight propor- 
tion in the cause of crime to the more 
prominent causes of environment and as- 
soc ation. ’ 

The cost of a juvenile court to the city 
would, in the course of time saved to 
the city many times over by decreasing the 
number of its habitual criminals, whose 
reguiation and control are of great expense 
to the city and state. 


HOW SHOULD IT BE FORMED? 

The question of having a juvenile court is, 
in my opinion, one that requires little dis- 
cussion. The question of how the tribuna! 
should be organized and equipped is the im- 
portant question. 

The 22 — meeting in a short while 
makes it necessary that a bill should be 
passed by that body which will create for 
us the proper tribunal. 

I have read with much interest the bill 
proposed by the State Board of Charities 
prepared by Mr. Blair. The general prin- 
ciple of that bill is good. There are, how- 
ever, changes which it seems to me would 
be beneficial. 

1. I would recommend that the enact- 
ment be made to apply to the city of St. 
Louls exclusively, for the reason that it 
would be easier to such a bill, as 
there is a developed sentiment here in 
favor of such a court, whereas I doubt 
whether at present a similar sentiment ex- 
ists in other portions of the state. 

2. The bill suggested proposed that one 
of the cireult judges be authorized to sit 
as judge of the juvenile court. I find ob- 
jection to this in that the Circuit Court of 
St. Louis has all the business that it can 
properly attend to at the present time, 
and I lieve that it would be adding a 
severe burden to the court to compel one 
of the prescent judges to try juvenile 
causes. 


ONLY ONE JUDGE. | 
It ie also the rule of the present circult 
judges to rotate in performing their duties 
on the criminal] bench. It is highly neces- 
sary that the judge of the juvenile court 
should be kept in the same position during 
his entire term of office, as the experience 


which comes from the performance of his 
duties will become more valuable each 
year, end after he has acquired such ex- 
perience to be moved to, another court 
would be a distinct lose to the city. 

„Many juvenſſe causes should be disposed 
‘of quickly, as the detention between the 
time of arrest and final Sisposition should 
be as short as possible, and under the ar- 
rangement proposed it would be hardly pos- 
sibie for one of the present circuit judges to 
so dispose of such causes unless he devoted 
his entire time to the juvenile cour. Thi 
he could nt do without seriously interfer- 
ing with the regular business of the circuit 
court. 

8. In the creation of the juvenile court 
a separato judge and court should be cre- 
ated. The judge should devote nis entire. 
time and attention to his court. He 
should either be appointed by the mayor 
or clected by the people and paid a ul 
ary sufficient to enable the city to gecnre 
the services of a good man. The salary 
should not be less than that now paid to 
the circuit judges. Restrictions should be 
ttrown around his qualifications in the 
way of residence in the city, number cf 
yeurs’ practice at the bar and age.

To give them the power to make appoint- 
ments, such as that of a judge of an in- 
ferior court or its officers, would be to 
give them an executive power. 

We should keep the exercise of oe 
tive and executive duties from judi tri- 
bunals and confine their usefulness to the 
exercise of judicial power exclusively. | 
believe that the circult judges themselves 
would wish that this should be done. 
Therefore the judge of the juvenile court 
should either be appointed by the mayor 
or elected by the people. 

6. The probationary officers or marshals 
for the juvenile court as proposed 7 the 
bill of the State Board of Charities should 
not be paid the small salaries stipulated 
in that bill.

SHE WARNED DENMARK. 


TOLD OF SCANDAL IN PLAN 


Says Her Articles, Widely Circulated 
by Politicians, Created Sentiment 
Against Pending Treaty. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 17.—Mrs. Gert- 
rude Atherton, ‘novelist, who is visiting 
friends here, says she is responsible for 


the refusal of the Danish Parliament to 
ratify the plan to sell the Danish West In- 
dies to the United States. 

“I went to Denmark last A t to work 
on a novel,“ she says, ‘but decided to 
take a hand in politics after meeting Nei.s 
Green. He was the original emissary to 
this country to sell the islands. H. Ti. 
Rogers of the Standard Ou Co., Charles 
R. Flint and others were associated with 
him. The negotiations were stopped by 
the Spanish war, but were renew subee- 
qGently, Capt. Christmas, an adventurcr, 
being taken into the scheme. } 

“I don’t care what Secretary Hay and 
others say about it. I know positive y that 
Christmas was recognized in this country, 
|at the state department and elsewhere, as 
the representative of the sale committee. 
| Secretary Hay did undoubtediy send Henry 
White, secretary of iegation in London, to 
Denmark, to be introduced to pr me 
minister by Christmas, but what he may 
not know is that when White ved at 
2 he was admitted to t pres - 
ence of the prime minister, while the door 
was slammed in Christmas’ face. Tais man 
Christmas s really a scoundrel. Secreta:y 
Hay might easily have discovered the man- 
ner of man with whom he was treating 
had he taken the trouble to inquire of the 
Danish minister to this country. This it 
seems he did not do, and from the moment 
Christmas took hold the treaty was tainted 
and he whole affair was transformed into 
a scandal. 

Becoming convinced, after learning the 
views of the Danish king and. statesmen, 
that the sale could not be accomplished 
without dishonor to the United States, I 
wrote an article for an American m - 
zine, threatening to expose the scandal 
if the sale proceeded. 

This article was translated and printed 
simultaneously in the leadi publications 
of Denmark, and was circulated in pam- 
phlet form. 

The antisale party exploited the fact 
that I had the proof to work the 
Liberal members of the Landsthing. It 
was pointed out that If the treaty was 
ratified I would expose the scandal, which 
would mean that the American Congress 
would not vote the money to pay for the 
islands. This argument was potential, and 
I knew very soon after the ist of October 
that the antisale party had secured enough 
secret pledges from the LAberal members 
„to defeat the ratification of the treaty. 

“I went to Denmark to stay a year. 1 
remained there exact y seven weeks, but 1 
have the consolation of knowing that while 
I was there I accomp ‘ished something. Since 
the treaty was defeated I have nad letters 
from Denmark te.ling me that the articles 
I published and the doubt I raised in the 
minds of the members of the Landsthing 
which caused them to think even if they 
voted for the treaty we wou!d not take tné 
islands, 1 its ratification.

“Red” Callahan Was First to 
Escape Unaided. 


NOW HELD AT FOUR COURTS 


HOW HE BROKE FAMOUS NEW 
YORE PRISON. 


Plumber and Sailor Described His 
Novel Means of Gaining Freedom 
to Chief Desmond—Is Un- 
willing to Return. 


In all the years that the famous Tombs 

in New York has been in existence, 

ames, alias Red, Callahan is the only 
person who ever escaped from it unaided. 

Callahan is now occupying a cell in the 
St. Loule holdover, and declares he will 
not go back to New York. He says that as 
he is wanted there merely for a misde- 
meanor, requisition papers cannot be se- 
cured far him. 

Callahan is a powerfully dullt man, is 
possessed of considerable shrewdness and 
intelligence, and is not without knowledge 
of the law. He is about 30 years old, has a 
florid complexion, red hair and mustache, 
sharp black eyes, a square jaw, and speaks 
with firmness and decision. 

Callahan today related to Chief Desmond 
the details of his remarkable escape. 


WOMAN AIDED FIRST ESCAPE. 

I am the only prisoner who ever escaped 
from the Tombs unaided,’’ he said, and the 
second person to escape from the prison. 
The other escape occurred more than 20 
years ago, and was accomplished with the 
uid of an accomplice. The prisoner in that 
instance was a man, and a woman called 
to see him and was accorded 0 private in- 
terview. . 

“While the woman and man were alone 
they managed to effect a sufficient ex- 
change of clothing to allow the man to 
walk out of prison in the woman's clothes, 
while the woman remained behind, wearing 
the man's clothes. This taught the prison 
guards a lesson, and they were careful to 
see that no such an escape could be, re- 
peated. 

My escape occurred more than seven 
months ago. I was sentenced to serve a 
turm of 60 days for assaulting a policeman. 
My wife and I had a little difference, and 
the policeman interfered. I whipped the 
peliceman and that's why I waa sent to 
prison. ° 

“My work as a plumber’ and 
formerly as a sailor is what permitted my 
escape. I had been in jail but 18 days when 
I escaped. I had been put to work inside 
the stockade doing plumbing repairs. The 
stockade wall is of brick and stone, and 
is about 3% feet high. There was a big 
plie of waste material inside the stockade 
ready to be carted off to the junk shop. 
In this pile were a number of pieces of 
iron gas pipe, and seldom could a plece 
longer than three feet be found. But it was 
this junk pile that I made my ladder of 
: HE USED NO FORCE. 

“IT took a number of pieces of this gas 
pipe and screwed them together. When I 
got the pipe long enough to reach to the 
top of the wall I put on a piece of elbow 
and made a hook to the end. This I 
fastened to the top of the wall. 

“This was done during the roon hour, 
when no one was watching. With the tools 
I might have broken out, but by doing 
that 1 would have used force, and this 
would have been another offense, ard I 
did not want to involve myself further. 
My experience as a sailor, for I was at- 
tached to the navy for three years, until 
I Was A years old, stood me in stead, and 
I easily climbed this iron pole hand over 
hand, 

“IT went out to South Dakota, and there 
I got-a divorce from my wife. I had in- 
_ tended to go back to New York some time, 
but I do not intend to go back now and 
go to jail”

COMMISSION FOR 
TERMINAL BILL 


Suggestion af Post-Dispatch 
Meets Approval. 


PROBLEM BECOMES SERIOUS 
3 e WITH N. 
VATED ROAD BILLS. 


Resolution For Establishment of Com- 
mission Has Been in Hands of 
Council Railroad Commit- 
tee Four Months. 


Discussion of the advisability of estab- 
lishing a terminal commission, as suggested 
by the Post-Dispatch last summer, has 
been revived at the City Hall by the recent 
rush of elevated road and terminal fran- 
chise bills into the Municipal Assembly. 

President Phillips of the Board of Public 
Improvements says that a commission, 
such as suggested by the Post-Dispatch, 
if organized now, would of great advantage 
to the city and its officials in solving the 
important problem of St. Louis’ terminal 
development. | 

“It could take hold of the_terminal situa- 
tion and deeide on the plan most advan- 
tageous to the city,”’ said Mr. Philips, “just 
as the charter amendments commission 
pushed through its work. 

“I do not like to place myself in the post- 
tion of suggesting that the consideration of 
the terminal problem be taken away from 
the City Council, but 1 think that any 
assistance that any city official can secure 
in a matter like this will be of advantage 
to the city. It is certainly a very im- 
portant problem.“ 

MAYOR.WELLS APPROVES. 

The terminal problem is one of the most 
important that confronts the city today.“ 
said Mayor Wells this morning. “I did 
not recommend a commission to the City 
Council,’ but I can see that such a plan 
would have advantages. 

“When the first terminal bill was intro- 
duced, I went before the railroad commit- 
tee of the Council and stated my. views. 
They are the same now. 

“I told them what they should first do, 
in my opinion, was to ascertain the motive 
of the sponsors of the bill. If they found 
the motive was a proper one, I told them 
they should then see if the tracks, bridges, 
etc., they proposed to bulld were needed 
by the city. 

“Then, before passing the ordinance, I 
told them they should see what was in it 
for the city, not only in a financial way, but 
in the line of commercial advantage.“ 

Councilman Louis Schnell Imtroduced a 
resolution for ths appointment of a termi- 
nal cOmmission in the Council Aug. 1, but 
in the ensuing four and one-half_ months 
the Council has failed to act on it. 

After postponing consideration of the 
measure until Oct, 9 it sent the resolution 
to the ratlroad committee, where it has 
since slumbered continuously. 

Capt. Joseph Beyce, who is a member 
of this committve, told the Post-Dispatch 
this ‘morning that he knew nothing about 
the resolution, and had no idea what the 
committee would do with it. 

He said he auidn't remember that tho bill 
was ever taken up in committee, and had 
no reason to think it would be taken up 
soon. 

He did not care to speak for ths com- 
mittee, he said, and personally he declared 
he had no views regarding the advisability 
or reporting the dall favorably cr unfavor- 
ably, or not reporting it at all. 

The resolutlon which Capt. Boyce and the 
other members of the committee have failed 
to act on. and the record, from the Council 
journal, are as follows: 

Whereas, The terminal cofdition log St. 
Louis is of vital importance to its future 
growth, and the abolishment of the arbi- 
trary essential to the expansion of is 
business, and in order that the Municipal 
Assembly may become thoroughly in- 
formed on the subject, and on the pend- 
ing St. Louis Terminal Depot bill, be it 

Resolved, That a special committee ad- 
visory to the roilroad committee of this 
body be appointed to act in conjunction 
with the railroad committee, as follows: 
Including the railroad committee cr a 
majority of them, the president of the 
Council shall appoint two additional 
members of the Council, and that the 
speaker of the House of Delegates be re- 
quested to appoint two members of that 
body to act on said committee, and the 
president of the Board of Public Im- 
provements be requested to be a member 
of the committee. Said committee to con- 
sider the general ternminel conditions of 
St. Louis, and the existirg bil before the 
Municipal Assembly, termed the St. Louls 
Terminal Depot Co., and the railroad 
committee of the Council be requested 
o report said bill with the recommen- 
dations of the committee. The committee 
to have a public session in the Council 
chamber to get the expression of the pub- 
ne on the measure at as carly a date as 
practicable. 

Aug. 9. On motion of Mr. Schnell, further 
consideration of the resolution was laid 
over until the first meeting of the Council 
in October. 

Oct. 3 Was taken up and on motion 
further. consideration of the above resolu- 
tion was postponed for one week.
